THE NEWS. 

The. Eastern cewa brought yestordaj by 
the Anderson, is three days later, than tha,t 
previously reosived. The Earop'ean advices 
are al*o threo dnjs Inter, bringin;; intelligeuco 
ftom Soullmiiiplon to llio IGtli ult. From the 
States Qows is not of an cxcitiag oharnoter. 
Geo. Grant.after a ooniuitalion with the Presi- 
dent, Stanton and Halleck', had returned lo 
the army of the Potomac, and established his 
Leadquariera at Culpoppar. Tho advance 
moToraont cannot be long delayod. The 
roads are getting rapidly into good order, and 
the wcathor seems to bo favorable for an early 
march. The Confederate force at Dalton is 
estimated at 60,000, and a rumor is' current 
that Loogatreet hag gone to Kentucky with 
26,000 troops. A detailed account is given 
of tho Confederate attack on Paducah, 
by which wo learn that tho nssaiUnta 
numbered 6,500, and the Federals only 900. 
The result, aooording.to Sonthern despatches, 
Is signally againsftha Oonlederafes, showing 
their loss to bo 300 killed and 100 wounded, 
whilo tho Fodoral loss is said to have been 
25 killed and 3G wounded. In tho House an 
important joint resolution has" been made, 
which, when ratified by the requisite number 
of States, shall be valid as a part of the 
OoDfltitution. It insists that slavery or invol- 
notary servitude, unless for crime, shall be 
forever prohibited "in the United States and 
all the Territories.'' The resolution passed 
its uoond reading; by a vote of C9 to 39, and 
. was debated upon the following day in the 
Senate. It is rather interesting as well as 
amusing to sea tlia rapid changes which have 
taken place in tho senliraonts of some of the 
most violout supporters of slavery. The 
Now York Herald — the most bitter opponent 
of the (ibolitioalBta— now thinks "that the 
time for the format 'afiolitioo of slavery has 
come. Tho 'peculiar institution' has served 
its term, aud must now bo superseded by 
Boraothing bettor. It is no longer a safe syd- 
tem of labor ; it is no longer a profitable 
system of labor; it is no longer an aocoptablo 
system of labor. Not one man out of a 
thousand is now a pro-slavery man. Tho 
immense majority ot the North— to say noth- 
ing at prcstint of the South — is Bati'< 
slavery." 

Tho Europoan news gives us a mora od- 
vanced prospect of tho Danish question. The 
Iiondoo Times believes that a oonfereaoe 
will, after all, be held ; but it is ovideal that 
oven this anxious peace-maker has but little 
hope of hostilities being brought lo a speedy 
termination. Tho allies have already com- 
mouced the bombardnient of Duppel, the 
Prussian troops occupying several of the 
places in the vicinity. An important engage- 
ment is said to have taken place at Strals- 
nnd, but neither the result nor the particu>- 
lars arc given. The Prussian fleet wos 
bound to this place, and may very pro- 
bably havo coma into collision with tho 
five DanLsh steamships that were cruis- 
ing oH Slralsund. So far, the war has 
been in favor of the Danes. In ovary in- 
stance, while acting on the defensive, they 
have dealt their enemies the heaviest blows. 
The first defeat of the war was sustained by 
the Prussians in their attack on the works of 
Missunde. The next day or so tho Ausirlaos 
were beaten—ODe brigade losing 400 men. 
From that time until the present, the Danes 
liave been gr.tdually rstreating before supe- 
rior numbers, but they havo suflerod compa- 
. ratively little loss when we look at the inju- 
^^(^(i BDBtaiDed by the allies. The great bul- 
' ' vfark of .Sohleswig— the Danoewerk— which 
was expected to retard the advance of the 
Aastrians and Prussians, had not tho desired 
cflact, on account of tho severity of the wea« 
ther. Upsvards of si.xty-four square miles of 
country could have been flooded through the 
ageooy of the rivers Schlei and Treene, iu 
the vicinity of this great fortification ; but 
the frost has stepped in and assisted the 
allied troops. The exertions of Russia and 
England, we are afraid, will coma too late. 
Tho AnatriiiuB aud l'."Uisi;ins aro hurrying 
up their forces, which at tho present moraeui 
are over 60,000, while the Swedish army \s 
on the march to assist their Danish friends. 

Tho Mexican question seems at lust lo havo 
taken a decisive turn. Tho treaty ot Maxi- 
milian aud Napoleon, which ij to settle tho 
question of Iho I'ronch occnpalion nnd tho 
liqnidation of tho French claims, is to be 
arranged when the Emperor of Mexico lakes 
bis seat on the rather unstable throne that 
awaits him. Tho debt of Franco is lo be 
paid in fourteen yearly instalments, and the 
Trench troops nio gradually to be withdrawn. 
Wo are afraid the " gradual wiilulrawal,' 
however, will bo as indelinite as that process 
whioh was to go on at Rome. The soldiers 
sf Louis ' Napoleon will only leave when a 
notice of ejcotmont can bo issued by a more 
powerful army than any Franco can hope to 
la.id on this conlinent. In tho moantime, 
Maximilian is ba:0;iii;; in llie sun of Knglish 
royally, prior to Wu; leaving for Mexico.

The first of Dr. VVulker's Lectures on the 

search for f-ir John Pranltlin and bis brave 
companions, took place last evening in the 
theatro, under tlie patrooago of His Excel- 
lency the Qoverao'^ and family, who occupied 
a private box. Tbeto was not so lurga an 
aadienoe present as ihe merits of the lecture 
deserved; but theattcndancs was fas'iionable 
and the Lecturer \vu3 lisloncd to with marked 
attention. 

Wu regret that our litnitcd spikco enables 
OS only to give an outlioa of Dr. Walker's 
interesting narrative ol the perils and 
dangers encountorod by the diSetcnt noble 
minded arctic voyagora. 

Tho lo' tiirur e.iipliiined the movometits ol 
•ach eipedilion, and whsro thoy winteroil by 
moiina of a largo chart occupying the entire 
width of t|ie stage. 
Dr. Walker in opening his address said: 
AVe speak to night of deeds not words, of 
actions not breath, of purposes fulfilled, not 
dteanis, of a battle, not fought with liv- 
ing Ibes during the e.voitomunt of an hour 
amid tlie oluers uiiil cncourageineni ol frieiuli, 
but with the stern realities of an nreiie 
winter, with bjting cold, wiili thick-ribbed 
ice, and fought alone aiider no oyo but Und'.s. 
We speak of men whose stnniauship, soienco, 
chivalry, and hur.iism have been niietpiallcd 
in tho history of the Rriliali Nation, men 
who dr.red nioru lor duty llian Corte/. aivJ 
Pizarro dared for gold — uf nno especially 
whosfl name lias now hccoino a "hnuschold 
word," wliosa during;, manly, and persevering 
eliaraulor has ouilcarod lii;n to all, whose 
strong couragn aiidnoblo euduranco will ho 
handed down as an eiisamplo to ages yet un- 
born. And with the name ofSir John I'rank- 
lia will ahvnya be a«30ciiled that ofliis noble 
mindod wife, whoso Iruo love, leal duvotion 
and strngglu witb doubts, I'ears, and hopcri 
making sick tlie heart, cause her to bo pluoad 
high among those women of whom not only 
15[igland but lliJ world is proud." Tbo 
Locluror proceeded to atito the origin of tho 
search for a North- West piusage, and des- 
cribed the rcjurrsction [of the soaroh at the 
end of the long Europu&n war. Fruoklin'.s 
first land journey was dilated upon and a 
graphic account given of tho unparallolod 
sulleriiigs encoantetcd by that small band, 
who, after travelling 0550 luilus, losing two- 
thirds of ill flumbcr, and enriching the 
fields of science, returned to England to re- 
ceive a riob reward for their labors. The 
throe sea voyages of Cupt. Party were touch ed 
upon, nud the different diseoveries made by 
that Prince of explorers were pointed out on 
the chart; tho loss of the Fwy aud the de- 
positing of tho store,'! wore gpoksn of, to 
whioh roferenco would ba made in (ho ne.vt 
lecture. After an aceumit of Franklin's 
second 'land journey, Cii|it. John Ro.'s' 
unt'ortnnalo voyage was next adverted 
lo, and the interesting discovery of tlie 
Magnetic Pole, by Commander, James K:)s^, 
was commented on. The completion of tho 
discovery of the North Amtricaii Coast lino 
from Itahring Slrnila lo Back's Iliver, and 
the steps necos.iury to the filling up of tba 
Arctic map led the laolurcr lo that last and 
most ill-faled of Franklin's e.vpoditioU8, lie 
gave an abstract of the orders issued to Sir 
John Franklin, and noticed tho precisenojs 
of llie work eiitri-'sted to that oflicer, \u ac 
count was given of the early and known part 
of thu voyage of tho Erobus and Terror, and 
of iho an.tieiy evinced nt homo ontheciii- 
tinucd absence of tho ships, niul ol news as 
to their whereabonls, A concise exposition 
was given of tba stops first taken by govern- 
mcni lo rescue the niia3ing voyagers, and nn 
enumeration of the eflorta raado by tho go- 
vernments of ICngland nnd America, ns well 
SB by private individuals, to clear up ihn 
mystery which hung uround tho futa of 
Franklin and his followers. The e.xpeditionj 
uf Itoss, Austen and Onimaney, IJalcher, 
Kollat and McClliitock, Penny, IConnedy, 
Kane, Sio., were all disciiNBcd, and tho dis- 
ooveties made by these intrepid men were 
shown; the finding of Franklin's Grat winter 
qoarters, and the faiinre in clearing up tbo 
lurtber movements of that ofRoer were ex- 
plained, and the knowledge gained up to thu 
discoveries of Dr. Pa a was recounted to the 
audience. T.io iueiui.^ wound up with the in- 
formation gained by Dr. Bse from tho 
EBkiinos. At its cenolasion the leitturer was 
loudly applaaded. 

Tho second lecture will bo one of still 
greater interest, n3 tho personal observations 
of Dr. Walker will bo given to lha audience, 
and tlie aseartaiiiing ol the fate of Sir Juhii 
Franklin by tho expedition in which tlio 
lecturer servid will no doubt bo of a thrilling 
and touching character. We hope that all 
our readers will take the opportunity af being 
present.

TIIK nOAD. 

The wagon road from Yale lo lha Jnnclinn 
in in capital order, and now that Iho oJiitrnC 
has been givan out foi keeping it in thorough 
mpair uulU thu end of the year, we may look 
for rapid and rasular eominuuiealion. From 
tho Junction to Bridge Creek, Ihe ro»d 
(which for a dislu,ice «t 53 miles runs over a 
high table land thickly wooded) is eovered 
with liult melting snow to Ihe doptn of two 
or three inches. This, however, is rapidly 
melting away niidcr the inllnencc of Ihe 
warm spring wenthar, and will all disappear 
in a f<;w days. On descending into lha valley 
at Ilridgo (Jreek, noi u vestige of snow is '.o 
be seen, and lha road is hard nnd dry as fur 
as Williams Lake. From Davidson's to 
Soda Creclc, occasional patches ol snow nnd 
soft ice, interspersed with a fair sprinkling of 
mud are met with, and it will probably take 
some weeks before this portion is in good 
condition. 

AflRICULTUUB. 

Ploughing has already oommecceil in nil 
directions in good earnest, although in some 
pincoo tho Irost Bceina scarcely snllieieiilly 
out of the ground. The fartr.ors seem very 
sanguine of largo results this year, and judg- 
ing from liia experimental eropa gathered 
lasl seu-nn, there soenia every reason lo war- 
rant their antioipulipn. 

ICU ON nil! KRASBR. 

The Fraser, from Soda Creek to Qnesnclle, 
is but partly open as yet. At Fort Alexan- 
der a wagon and team, orosced on tho ice a 
iew dayi ago, and it will probably bo threo 
weeks from the prbsont time before the 
stcamor makes her flrst trip. 

TOW.NSHU' OV llUES.NKl.l.E. 

CJuesneUe ha^ improved greatly since last 
suininer. There nre now t'.vonty-nine buainess 
liouBOS (some not yet completed) on tho main 
street ficing the river, including a couple of 
capital hotol^, that would do nrodit to any 
toivn north of Victoria. Tlieio is also a first 
class saw-mill on the liver bank capable ol 
liirning out a lurga (pianlity of lumbar. 
Farther back from tho river several houses 
are dotlcd about bete aud there, nnd ubor.t a 
mile Irom town there is a Chinaman's camp 
of jnma size. The .silo of Qucsnello bus 
been very '.veil chosen; it is iitualed ou a 
lovel plateau nt thojunolion of the Quesnollo 
nnd Frascr riveis, and admirably adapted to 
locating a largo town ; indeed, from its guo^, 
graphical position it nppears to be the most 
important commercial spot in British Colum- 
bia ; iris, in fact, the natnral distributing 
point for a very largo tract of country, includ 
ing the 'Whole Oariboo region. Goods can 
be accumulated hero through the summer at a 
comparatively small cost, and forwarded 
to the difierent orceks in qnantities to suit 
the markets from timo to time. 

Some of your Victoria inetrhanis should 
giro this place their Borioua atlcniion, wiili 
the view of cslablishing regular branch 
liouBOs. Probably four-fifths of tho traders 
nnd packers would puiehuso their slocks at 
QuCBoelle, if a large niBor'.menl of goods nt 
vasonable rates could nt all times be de- 
pended on ; a syaloni ol short credits could 
then bo adopted that would nitognther obvime 
tho unBUtiifuctory mode of slow aud irregular 
paymonts which has so long been prevalent. 
Already there is Eoine rumor of ono or two 
respectable tinna making this their hoad- 
quartcrs, nnd another season will probably 
§00 Qucsnello in a fair way to boconia a pros- 
perous commercial centre, , 

Wo sadly need the presence of a local 
.Magistrate ; the nearest point for ull npplioa 
liens at present is at Williams Creek, C5 
inilo'j from Quosoolle, OTcr a bad road; this 
ia a very serious mailer and should ba recli- 
fieil at once. I believe a petition is about to 
bo forwarded by Iho inhabitants lo the Go- 
vcrnnieut in referenco to this matter, praying 
that nn appointment may ba made without 
delay. 

The Bank of British Columbia is erecting 
an ofUce opposite tho steamboat landing, nud 
a ccntruot has. been given out to-day lor a 
new building for Barnard's Express, imme- 
diately adjoining the Bank. R.
